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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 1970 


Most of the projects planned and authorized for the 
year have been satisfactorily completed. 


The bridge replacement on Lily Lake Road was fin- 
ished early in the Fall and should satisfy this prob- 
lem for many years. Sidewalk improvements on Bridge 
Street were completed and are a definite improvement. 
It should be noted that many of our sidewalks are in 
equal need of repair and we will attempt to bring some 
of this about in the coming year. 


T.R.A. funds were used to finish the planned distance 
on Norris Road and funds this year will be used to sur- 
face this job. We feel that the results were all we could 
hope for and already winter maintenance has proven 
much cheaper and easier on this road. As noted in earlier 
reports the section of Town road between South Pitts- 
field Road and Websters Mill Road has been designated 
for permanent improvement for the next year or two 
with these Funds. Both mail and school buses use this 
section of Road extensively and your Board feels this 
road needs these improvements next. 


Progress on the Pollution (sewerage) Plan for Pitts- 
field has been slow and a further delay in Final Plans 
was granted the last of the year. We hope that this Pro- 
ject can be speeded up in the coming year as each delay 
will result, we think, in a higher cost at the time of 
construction. The Board will do what is possible to move 
towards this goal. 


It should be observed that the problem of a replace- 
ment for our Town Refuse site or Dump is nearly upon 
us and your Board hopes to work with our neighboring 
Towns during this coming year to solve this perplexing 
and unfortunately potentially costly problem. As of this 
date, open burning must cease in all municipal Dumps 
in the year 1972. 
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Financially the year closed with the Town clearing its 
balance sheet deficiets and moving to the surplus side 
of the ledger. This was only possible with the coopera- 
tion of all your public servants and citizens and repre- 
sents, we feel, a strong effort by our little Town to stay 
solvent. 


May we, in this report, express our sincere appre- 
ciation to Mr. James C. McQuesten for his long and faith- 
ful service as clerk of the Board of Trustees and we 
wish him a speedy return to good health. 


Your Board wishes to thank all the citizens in Town 
for their contributions throughout the year individually 
and thru many civic groups, to the betterment of the 
Town and its people.

REPORT OF THE PITTSFIELD POLICE DEPARTMENT 
For Calendar Year 1970 


Your Police Department submits the following report 
for 1970. 

As approved at the Town Meeting in March, a state 
police radio was installed in the town cruiser, with $250 
of the cost being defrayed by the Pittsfield Police Asso- 
ciation and the remainder paid from the regular police 
budget. With this unit and the privately-owned CB radios 
which are still utilized, we are able to respond quickly 
in the event of emergency. 

Citizens will note from the itemization below, and your 
Police Department is alarmed by, the increased incidents 
of shoplifting, drug possession and breaking and enter- 
ing, and particularly the fact that most of them involved 
minors. Parents are urged to know where their children 
are and what they are doing. 

Several businessmen and owners of private resi- 
dences have taken advantage of the effective burglar 
alarm systems available for installation making it pos- 
sible for the police to respond in minutes to a break any- 
where in Pittsfield. Information regarding these systems 
is readily available, and your Police Department heartily 
recommends them. 

There were 3,147 calls received on the police tele- 
phone during 1970. A total of 248 complaints were 
heard in the Pittsfield Municipal Court with total receipts 
in fines of $4,592.25.

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REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMISSION 


The Dr. F, B. Argue Memorial Pool was opened from 
June to late August for a total of ten weeks. George 
Krause, director for the second year, was assisted by 
Pete Paige and Donna Riel Green, both Red Cross Senior 
Life Savers, who were in constant attendance.

Money received from the annual Citizen of the Year 
Dance went to finance several projects as well as help- 
ing with the general upkeep of the pool. The bathhouse 
was painted on the outside, new floors were laid in both 
sections of the bath house and new heavy doors with 
locks installed as well. At one end of the building a new 
outdoor shower was added. 


Before the Pool opened in June, it was drained and 
thoroughly cleaned. The water was tested each week by 
the N. H. Dept. of Health and each time found satisfac- 
tory for swimming. 


Through the efforts of the Rotary and Lions Clubs 
the second Fishing Derby was held in May. Of the 300 
trout stocked in the pool, most of them were caught in 
a few hours by girls and boys from six to fourteen. 
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As this report shows, what started out to be only a 
Swimming area has grown to include other forms of 
recreation. We feel with each passing year this program 
becomes a little more important in our town recreation 
facilities.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 


DISTRICT CHIEF 


The 1970 forest fire season was a quiet one in this 


area, quiet in part because of your continued coopera- 
tion and favorable weather conditions. 


Fires that did occur were, for the most part, caused 


by debris burning, children and smokers. 


The elimination of these three causes of forest fires 


would drastically change this picture — to bring about 
this change we make the following suggestions: 


1, 


When the ground is not covered with snow a permit 
to burn must be obtained from the Forest Fire War- 
den. This permit covers waste burning, even if in 
incinerator, grass burning, as well as garden trash 
and brush burning. Such burning is restricted by 
regulation to prior to 9:00 A.M. and after 5:00 P.M. 
with the following exceptions: 

Commercial or industrial burning is permissible at 
any time under normal conditions but only with the 
approval of the District Chief and a written permit 
from the Forest Fire Warden. 


Fires caused by children can be prevented only with 
the complete cooperation of parents in the super- 
vision of their children, keep matches out of reach 
of children, this action will help to prevent fires 
and may save a life, the life of your child. Try to 
explain this to your child, won’t you? 


Forest fires caused by smokers can be reduced in 
number by the exercise of more care in the discard- 
ing of matches and smoking material whether from 
a vehicle or by a hiker. In all cases, make sure that 
the butt or match you discard is out, dead out. 
Smokey says, “Thanks for your help,” and invites 
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you to join with him in setting a good example for 
others in the prevention of fires and the protection 
of our environment.

PITTSFIELD HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


1973 is the target date for our oxidation pond to be 
put into operation. Then the long awaited clean-up of 
the Suncook River can begin in earnest. 

During 1970, there were six reported cases of infec- 
tious disease: 1 case of infectious mononucleosis 

1 case of scarlet fever 
1 case of chicken pox 
3 cases of mumps 


Three water reports were delivered. Two health papers 
were signed. Eight health problems were discussed. 
Three water bottles were delivered in Pittsfield. Thirteen 
people picked up bottles here in town. Twenty-three 
bottles were deliverd to Concord to the State Water Lab. 
Four complaints were received and handled. Seven in- 
spections were made: 


1 Septic Tank 

1 Kindergarten 

4 Stores (for cyclamates) 
1 Beauty Parlor 


Samples of fish sticks were taken to Concord to be 
tested for mercury: results were well below the maxi- 
mum value of 0.5 ppm set by the F.D.A. 

New state schedule for Pittsfield Aqueduct sampling 
results in more samples taken: 43 bacteria, 2 chemical 
tests, and 6 additional bacteria samples because of chlor- 
inator pump being airbound. 

Forest B. Argue swimming pool was tested every 
week while open. All samples satisfactory. 

Five algae samples were taken at Berry Pond and 
Reservoir. lst sample taken on May 138, 1970 showed a 
pure culture of Uroglenopsis algae (looks like a small 
puff ball under a microscope). Copper sulfate treatment 
that was used for Berry Pond proved satisfactory. An 
algae test taken on May 19, 1970 was satisfactory. Two 
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more algae samples were taken on August 25, 1970 test 
results satisfactory. 

A meeting on December 3, 1970 at 10 AM at the United 
Church of Christ in Penacook was attended. It concerned 
starting a Visiting Nurse Association in those towns with- 
out nurses. Director Miss Mattson and three state nurses 
from Public Health Nursing were there to explain and 
answer questions.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and the Citizens of the Pittsfield 
School District: I respectfully submit my fifth annual 
report as your Superintendent of Schools. 


The State Board of Education has adopted Elementary 
School Minimum Standards which will be in effect in 
September 1972. The first requirement is to develop a 
school philosophy. This was done last year through the 
efforts of Richard M. Hayden, Assistant Superintendent, 
and the professional school staff of Pittsfield. The total 
evaluation of the elementary program revealed full 
compliance in some cases, but other areas reflected de- 
ficiencies. Every attempt should be made to alleviate 
the problem areas, thus making it possible for the ele- 
mentary schools to be fully approved by the State. Fol- 
lowing are some of the more immediate areas which 
need to be studied and plans developed for improve- 
ment: 


1. Physical education shall be taught in the elemen- 
tary school. 


2. Library services shall be provided for all children. 

a. Schools enrolling fewer than 150 children shall 
provide library space. 

b. Teachers and pupils shall have access to a basic 
collection of 6000 books. 

c. Maintain library resources, printed and non- 
printed materials. 

d. A minimum of $5.00—$10.00 per child shall be 
budgeted and expended annually. 


3. Each elementary school should provide guidance 
services to meet the educational needs of all 
children. 


A self-evaluation followed by a visiting committee, in 
accordance with the accreditation criteria, completely 
assessed the secondary school facilities and program. A 
written report has been submitted and a temporary 
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approval granted by the New England Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools. Like the elementary 
school evaluation, they too indicated areas and programs 
worthy of commendation and those areas in need of im- 
provement. Following are the more pressing concerns 
which need to be seriously examined and solutions 
sought.

The faculty should engage in comprehensive in- 
structional planning both within and between the 
normal curriculum areas. .

Offer more elective courses to students who prob- 
ably will not continue formal education beyond 
high school.

Larger and more centrally located guidance facil- 
ities with secretarial assistance. 


Update and increase the guidance library and re- 
source materials. 


The school department should develop a long- 
range school maintenance program calling for a 
stable expenditure each year to paint and maintain 
the exterior and interior of the buildings.

Improve the corridor and classroom lighting in the 
1942 section of the building.

Final suggestion was to investigate the possibility 
of removing the fifth and sixth grades from the 
high school building as soon as possible. 


The evaluation of both the elementary and secondary 
educational system now gives us a total picture of the job 
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ahead of us. By concentrating on these immediate prob- 
lems it will result in the full approval of the elementary 
school system and extend accreditation of the secondary 
school system by the N.E.A.C.S.S. 


There is no attempt here to paint a gloomy picture 
by the omission of those aspects of the program which 
are outstanding and commendable. There is most likely 
even a margin for the improvement of these programs 
to make them even better. It is my opinion, however, 
that it is more important to concentrate on correcting 
deficiencies than it is to emphasize strengths. 


I want to express my sincere appreciation to those 
parents, business men, citizens and members of the 
school board who have exhibited continued interest and 
support.

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REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board, the Superintendent of Schools, 
and the citizens of Pittsfield, it is with great pleasure 
that I submit this, my second annual report as Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools. 


During the months of March, April and May a large 
percentage of my time is spent recruiting, interviewing 
and in cooperation with the principals, evaluating candi- 
dates for the professional vacancies in Supervisory 
Union No. 49. 


Many of the candidates have written to the Superin- 
tendent’s Office requesting an application or an inter- 
view. Most of the candidates learn of the position through 
announcements of vacancies sent to the colleges and uni- 
versities throughout New England or through New 
Hampshire Employment Security Division of the State 
of New Hampshire. Some candidates learn of vacancies 
through friends presently employed in our district or as 
a result of doing their student teaching in one of the 
schools in our district. 

The candidates are selected on the basis of their 
qualifications for the position. Deciding which candidate 
to employ is often a difficult decision. Years of experi- 
ence, potential for growth, scholarship, personality, past 
performance, amount of money in budget, number of 
candidates and their interest in living in the area are all 
factors to be taken into consideration. The classroom 
teacher is the most important factor in a child’s educa- 
tion, thus the selection of the teacher to be employed is 
most important. 

One of the strengths of the Pittsfield School System 
has been the balance between experienced teachers and 
beginning teachers. As older teachers retire, we must 
strive to maintain this balance. 

I would be remiss if I did not mention that the school 
system will have a very serious school facility problem 
if enrollment continues to increase. During the current 
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year our enrollment increased by seventy students. The 
majority of this increase was in the elementary grades. 


We are currently using classrooms in our elementary 
schools which are substandard in size. At the Memorial 
School the two classrooms in the basement are crowded 
with the present enrollment, as are two of the classrooms 
in the Grammar School. 


Class size is starting to be a problem also as many of 
the classes already meet or exceed the requirements of 
the ‘“Minimum Standards for Elementary School.” In the 
near future we should consider establishing a “Special 
Class for Intellectually Handicapped Children” for prim- 
ary grade children. We have at the present time several 
children who should be in a special class. Age range 
limits prevent us from putting these children in our 
Intermediate Special Class. 


I am aware of the economic realities in Pittsfield, and 
I commend the citizens for their support of the schools 
in the past. I wish to express my appreciation to Mr. 
Russell, the Superintendent of Schools, the School Board, 
Mr. Paradis, the Principal, and the teachers of Pittsfield 
for their cooperation and support this year.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Members of the School Board, Superintendent 
of Schools and Citizens of Pittsfield I respectfully submit 
my second annual report as supervising principal of the 
Pittsfield School System. 


Our enrollment this year has increased by 68 students 
in Grades 1-12. If the enrollment continues to increase, 
the Town of Pittsfield will have to expand their present 
facilities or refuse to admit tuition students if we are 
to maintain the present quality of education which we 
are Offering. 


This year we have reinstated three programs that we 
had to eliminate last year, namely, remedial reading, 
driver education, and hot lunch program. Our remedial 
reading program under the direction of Mrs. Charlotte 
Emery, has approximately 35 students in Grades 1-6 
who are given individual instruction in reading. This 
program gives the students an opportunity to improve 
their skill in this area so that they will not lag behind 
other students. Our hot lunch program under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Gertrude Romansky is very successful. We 
are serving on the average 414 students per day in 
Grades 1-12. We would like to thank Freese Brothers 
once again for furnishing us with a car for our Driver 
Education program. This program has had 35 students 
enrolled thus far this year. 


Last spring Pittsfield High School underwent an eval- 
uation by the New England Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools. The primary purpose of this evalua- 
tion is to keep our membership in this Association. 
Membership in this Association identifies our schools as 
being among the better schools in the country NEACSS 
membership requires a thorough, deep, probing school 
evaluation at least once every 10 years. The school takes 
a hard searching look at its purpose, procedures and 
accomplishments. No school can undergo this intense 
experience without profiting from it. The commission 
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of NEACSS has voted to continue the membership and 
accreditation for Pittsfield High School for two years. 


The commission is requesting that a special progress 
report be submitted by June 1, 1971 indicating planned 
improvements for 71-72 school year. This report will be 
in addition to the normal two year report which will 
be due on a similar date in 1972. The two major areas 
mentioned by the evaluation committee which need 
improvement are expansion in our program for students 
who will terminate their education after graduation from 
high school and increase our library services. This means 
that we have to expand our program in Industrial Arts. 
Our library service is not sufficient at this time to serve 
the students who now have to use it. Space is needed and 
more reference volumes are needed in order to serve 
the students enrolled in Grades 9-12. These programs 
require considerable capital outlay. It is hoped that 
the parents and citizens of Pittsfield will cooperate in 
this undertaking in order to improve the quality of our 
educational program.

Operation and interest in our school system and also the 
Superintendent, Assistant Superintendent and _ the 
School Board members for the support they have given 
me in the past year.
